It has been reported that the Belmont 
fight arose owing to the advance of a 
British column to’ relieve Kimberley, but 
this seems incorrect, all of.the most f-- 
liable accounts representing the engage- 
ment as growine out of a reconnoissance. 
The announcement of the arrival of Gen- 
eral Melheun at Orange river, however, 
doubtless means that arrangements are 
in a forward state for an advance from 
that point, if the advance has not already 
begun. 

Kimberlley Safe Last Friday. 
Kimberly was safe on Friday, Novem- 
ber 10th. Last Tuesday a Boer force of 
600 entered Aliwalnorth, Cape Colony, 
hoisted the flag of the Free State and | 
declared the town and district to be part | 
of the republic.

New York, November 17.—The United 
States senate committee, represented by 
Senator Mason, of Illtnots, today resumed 
its investigation into food adulteration. 

Dr. Edward H. Jenkins, vice director of | 
the Connecticut agricultural experiment 
station, declared that general 
teration of food products had increased | 
with the business competition and the 
demand for cheap wares. In his five 
years’ experier.ce Dr. Jenkins said he had 
found only one adulterant that was pols- | 
onous and that was a coloring matter in | 
a temperance drink. Cocoa shells, prune | 
stones and the like, he said, were sold as | 
spices. More than half the jellies ex- 
amined were made of glucose and starch 
paste, colored with artificial coloring, 
flavored with artificial flavoring and pre- 
served with salicylic acid. The cheaper 
grades of coffee were found to contain 
a-large proportion of Canada peas, pea

Dr. Jenkins presented for the instruc- 
tion of Senator Mason a number of smal! 
bottles containing the coffee adulterants 
and imitation coffee beans, adulterated 
mustard which is 20 per cent plaster of 
paris, pepper that {s 75 per cent charcoal, 
sawdust and flour, and cayenne pepper 
that is less than 10 per cent pure pepper.

Shortage. 


HUNTER IS STILL OUT OF TOWN 


Colonel Howell, Who Is in Town, 
Refuses To Make Any State- 
ment for Publication. 


In the Atlanta and West Point short- 
age case the grand jury yesterday found 
an indictment against Thomas J. Hunter, 
farmer auditor of the company, and 
against Colonel Albert Howell, until cea 
cently ticket agent at the union depot. 
The charge is embezzlement, and he pros- 
ecutor is George C. Smith, president and 
general manager of the Atlanta and West 
Point and the Western of Alabama. 

It was stated yesterday that there 
were three indictments in existence, two 
against Hunter and one against Colonel 
Howell. This statement could not be 
verified, the only positive information 
obtainable being to the effect that there 
was only one indictment, in which the 


names of both appear together. 


The amount of the shortage charged 
against Hunter is not known and no com- 
plete estimate of it can be obtained until 
all the stations along the two roads can 
be thoroughly checked up. His work 
along the line was clever and he kept his 
transactions covered in a fashion that has 
kept experts busy unraveling it. 

The shortage charged against Colonel 
Howell has been variously estimated at 
from $8,000 to $15,000. Colonel Howell has 
refused to make any statement in the 
matter, but his friends are insistent in 
the statement, iterated and reiterated, 
that not one penny ever found its way 
to his pocket. They assert that every 
item chargeable to Colonel Howell was 
accounted for in his’ reports and that 
these amounts were paid to Wunter by 
him. 

Hunter is said to be out of the city per- 
manently, but his close friends declare 
that at the proper time he will’ be heard 
from.

There was 
nominally about 2,000,000 bales of last year’s 
crop on hand, but in fact none, from the fact 
that all the surplus was a grade of cotton 
that was totally unfit to spin and hence should 
not be counted at more than one-fourth of the 
number of bales if counted at all. 

We have in warehouses and in hands of far- 
mers in our territory that makes about 8,000 
bales less than 2,000, or about 25 per cent of 
yet to go forward, and if this rule 
will hold good throughout the cotton states we 
See .no reason to base a higher estimate of 
cotton crop than 8,500,000 bales, and this crop 
should have sold for 8 or 10 cents per pound.

THE DIVORCE PERIL AS 
DISCUSSED BY BISHOP DOANE 


In discussing the divorce peril before 
the diocesan convention of New York, in 
session in Albany, the venerable Bishop 
Doane said: 

“Perhaps it is true—I think it is—that 
neither gospel preaching nor legal enact- 
ment will contro} the men and women 
who can avoid the sound of the one and 
evade the penalties of the other. 

“But if the men and women who are 
Christians in purpose as well as in pro- 
fession, can be reached and made to real- 
ize their duty in the matter; if society, 
and especially that curious mixture 


which spells itself with a capital 5, can 


be brought to realize the dangers, the 


discomforts, the disgrace that threatens; 
if this can be done, then an influence can 
be brought to bear that may yet bring 
back the days when the security and 
purity of the home and the family were 
the characteristic of a Christian nation. 

“T am most urgent that we should con- 
sider the duty of giving a tone to society 
in the hope that where it can be induced 
to set its ban upon offence against God's 
law there will be a power at work far 
more efficient to arrest the evil than can 
be measured by its influence upon those 
who are determined to sin. 

“The whole spirit of the marviage 
service of this church maintains the in- 
dissolubdle sanctity of the marriage bonds. 
That to call this a hardship does not 
prove that it is not right, and it is no 
greater hardship than the necessary pre- 
hibition of divorce, with right to remar-

What Kills the Soldiers. 


Dr. Louls I. Seaman, late surgeon ma. 
jor, engineers, United States Volunteers 
has returned from the Philippines, where 
be has been for six months. Dr. Seaman 
served with his regiment in Porto Rico 
and‘on his return openly discussed the 
ration issued to the United States army 
there and its adaptability to warm cli. 
mates. The doctor went to the Philip. 
rines at his own expetse and initiative 
and there accepted a commission as army 
facilitate his study. 

When seen, Dr. Seaman said that our 
army is supplied with the most expensiyg 
food issuec to any army in the - world, 
“Its. quality is excellent,” said Dr. Sea. 
man, “and its quantity is sufficient, det 
its consumption by the troops in the trop. 
ics results in nine out of every ten deaths 
among the soldiers there.” 

Dr. Seaman says that when on the fir. 
ing line a soldier requires a strongly nj. 
trogenous food, but in camp such food as 
salt beef, fat pork and beans are, tn 
the tropics, the producing cause of the 
prevailing intestinal diseases. Thege 
complaints produce in the patient a con- 
dition predisposing to fevers, which _the 
soldier could withstand if properly feq 
but which, in his weakened condition, kills 
him. 

The remedy, according to Dr. Seaman, 
is that the soldier should eat more Veg. 
etables and less meat. 

Dr. Seaman made or assisted at manp 
autopsies on _ soldiers who died from 
wounds or disease, and he says that ip 
nearly every case there was shown eyi.- 
dences of the disorders first produced 
by improper food.

In Sight the Figures Cause a Bull- 
ish Feeling. 


New York, November 17.—The early market 
for cotton futures proved to be very disappoint- 
ing, not only as regards the volume of busi- 
ness, but as to the scope of fluctuations. Open- 
ing steady 2 points higher to 2 lower, variations 
to midday did not exceed 5 points, and at no 
time could operations have been called active. 
The cables were regarded as fair, and the news 
from the cotton belt was rather bullish. The 
chief obstacle in the way of vigorous specula- 
tiom seemed to be uncertainty as to the crop 
movement. Early in the afternoon the market 
developed considerable strength, and specula- 
tive enthusiasm was aroused by a report frona 
New Orleans that the total amount brought 
into sight for the week reached but 385,000 
bales, or 40,000 less than predicted. Shorts 
sought cover and prices were soon up to 10 
points from the lowest with bullish sentiment 
once more holding supremacy. Wall stret fur- 
nished fair buying orders, and the south pur- 
chased the spring and summer months on aj 
fairly liberal scale. Other weekly readjust- 
ments of statistics proved almost equally bull- 
ish. At the close the market was steady at a 
net advance of 2 to 8 points.

Tie said he knew that to get 
improvements necessitated juggling with 
the street committee, who, he said, con- 
spired together for the interests of their 
wards. He said that far from condemn- 
ing the ward's representatives, the pur- 
pose of the meeting was ‘to organize a 
league that should get behind the coun- 
cilmen and aid them in their efforts. 

Captain Hendrix spoke of the natural 
advantages of the section and said that 
the only thing that Kept it from getting 
the prominence it deserved was the fact 
that it did not have proper approach 
from the center of the city. He favored 
a car line from Peachtree street down 
Forrest avenue, even against the oppo- 
sition of residents on-that street who had 
opposed it. 

R. CC. Boshe said that he had found 
that in order to get anything a person had 
to get in the ring. He had moved on 
Houston street when there was no gas, 
water or ‘lights. He had succeeded in 
getting all these, and he expected to get 
chert in a short time.
